ings and even tried to get on top of the 
car in which the Rebbe was to drive off. 

[he distance between the Rebbe's com- 
partment and the. waiting car was only 
a few yards, but: it. took nearly 20 
mintiles before the Rebbe could enter it. 
Phe police had to fight every inch of the 
way to restrain. the Chassidim. . When the 
door of the car. was at last opened, it 
seemed .as if it. would be wrenched off 
by the surging crowds. The Rebbe was 
eventually driven away through a back exii.

DEATH OF DAVID 
PINKAS

tions. Mr. David Zvi Pinkas. died here 
suddenly this morning. He was in 
bis S7th. vear. 

In June, this year, a. bomb exploded 
outside the Tel Aviv flat of Mr. Pinkas.

DATING THE DEAD 
SEA SCROLLS 


Professor's View 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The view that the Dead Sea Scrolls 
discovered by Arabs in a cave in 1947 
date back to a. period between the 
second and fifth centuries C.F. was 
expressed by Professor G. R. Driver, 
Professor of Semitic Philology at 
Oxtord University, when he gave the 
first of two talks on the scrolls on the 
B.B.C. Third Programme on Monday. 

A. pre-Christian date had been 
suggested for the scrolls, said Professor 
Driver, because the jars in which the 
scrolls were found were said to be pre- 
Christian. But the jars were of a unique 
form and there was no criterion for 
establishing their date. 

The presence of fragments in the cave 
dating back to the second century. C.&. 
showed that the cave must have been 
visited at that period and the scrolls 
might have been deposited at that time. 
It seemed impossible that people could 
have occupied the cave without scattering 
the scrolls. 

A similar jar, surrounded partly by 
coins of the first century c.F., had been 
discovered in a neighbouring cave. The 
jar might have dated back to earlier 
times, but the discovery showed that a 


Christian date was -possible. 


Professor Driver referred to the use 
of vowel signs in the script. the fact that 
the ‘scrolls were written on. leather, and 
the division of paragraphs in the scroll 
of Isaiah, and. sard that. these factors al! 
indicated clearly the period during which 
they were written, 

Professor Driver's. second talk was 
given on Wednesday.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE HUMAN AND THE DIVINE 


“Ye are children of the Lord your 
God" (Deut. xiv, 1), 


VER since the mind of man 

reached maturity and he 

was capable of independent 
thought, he has indulged in specula- 
tion about the nature of God and 
the relationship between God and 
man. . Thinkers, prophets, and 
Sages, feeling the need to express 
this relationship in human terms, 
devised eloquent similies replete 
with meaning and value. 

At times they used terminology 
applicable to the relation between 
master and servant or between king 
and subject. Those with a mystical 
bent thought of the relation between 
God and man in the picturesque 


terms of the bridegroom and the 
bride. 


But the one which proved 
dearest to the heart of the religious- 
minded man. was the © relation 
between father and child. It is no 
cause for wonder that Moses used 
this symbolism when he stressed the 
attitude of God to man in his final 
utterances to his people. 

These colourful and varied expres- 
sions all imply a sense of mutuality 
and reciprocity, The master is referred 


to: as dispensing. kindness to the 
servant it is, therefore, natural that 
the servant should, be loyal to his 


master. The king promulgates. laws 
for the betterment of his subjects ; he 
deserves, therefore, to be obeyed and 
to enjoy the homage of. his grateful 
subjects. The bridegroom is actuated 
by the purest love for his spouse ; the 
bride. therefore, must be faithful and 
true to him, The parent is the symbol! 
of loving protection ; the children must 
return that love. 


THIS mutual ‘regard is realistic and 

indicates the duty demanded of 
man. Yet the tendency js invariably 
displayed to put these symbolic expres- 
sions to the test because of the ideas 


they. are intended to convey. .-The 
critical eye is usually directed to that 
part of the expression... which 


symbolises the Divine element. Is the 
master really kindly and, therefore, 
deserving of his. servants’ loyalty ? 
Are the decrees of the king so. just 
that his subjects must render. unquali- 
fied homage ? Is the ‘groom so con- 
stant in his affection that the spouse 
must unswervingly return her love and 
faithfulness ?. Is the father so pro- 
tective that he merits obedience ? - 
God. is invariably tested and: tried. 
His virtues have to be made manifest 
before men wii accept His mastery 
or His kingship. Proof in action is 
demanded of the applicability of these 
symbols, otherwise they fail to convey 
their true impression. How. much 


easier it is to test God than to. test 


a and one’s own attitude towards 
im, 
Here, indeed, is the real value of 
the message which Moses desired to 
convey to his people before his death. 
If man desires to enjoy the fatherhood 
of God, he must first prove his worthi- 
ness as a child of God. The onus of 
responsibility hes not with God but 
with man. Man must be deserving of 
the love of God before he its given 
an opportunity to appreciate that love. 
Ihe servant must be faithful, loyal, 
and obedient before his master will 


shower his favours upon him. The 
subjects must show their. desire to 
obey the decrees of the king if the 


judgment to be meted out ts 
merciful and just.

Dr. Meyer Waxman, Professor of 
Bible, Jewish History and Philosophy 
at the Hebrew Theological College in 
Chicago since 1925, has arrived in 
London on a short visit. 

He is the author of a number of impor- 
tant works, both in Hebrew and in 
English, including ‘* A History of Jewish 
Literature,” published in four volumes 
and dealing with Jewish literature in all 
languages, the Handbook of Judaism, 
and “The Philosophy of Don Hasdai 
Crescas.” His latest Hebrew work, 
“ Exile and Redemption as Reflected in 
Jewish Literature,” was published in 
June. He is also the translator of Moses 
Hess’s “Rome and Jerusalem,” and a 
contributor to the Encyclopedia 
Americana. | 

While in this country Dr. Waxman 
will renew friendships with Anglo-Jewish 
scholars and Zionist leaders.

THe SOTMARER REBBE 


FEW weeks ago a correspon- 
dent of this paper, writing 
from Montreal, Canada, 
described how, on descending at the 
station from the overnight train 
from New York, he had found him- 
self, to all appearances, suddenly 
thrust back two hundred years into 
the Poiish ghetto. Decanted seem- 
ingly from the eighteenth century, 
and dominating the whole station, 
were hundreds of excited Chassidim, 
old and young, in the characteristic 
medieval Polish garb that has 
become accepted as “ traditional” 
among the members of this religi- 
ously ecstatjc sect. 
They were awaiting the arrival of 
a Wunderrebbe,” the mystical Rov 
of their sect within a sect, who was 
travelling from New York in that 
same trdin.. Hysterical passion 
seized them as his figure appeared, 
supported by his two sham- 
mosim,” one on either side, through 
the platform barrier on to the open 
station. The. black-coated. mass, 
their silk Aaftans flapping against 
their white-stockinged calves, swayed 
violently across the station as the 
Rabbi progressed with slow and 
dignified step towards the exit. All 
the hundreds seemed to be attempt- 
ing at once to touch the holy man’s 
coat, and they struggled fiercely to 
pass even the smallest be-ringleted 
children, quaint miniatures of them- 
selves, across the heads and 
shoulders of their fellows, so that 
they might come within reach of the 
saintiy. Rabbi.

The man who was the cause of all 
this turmotl was Rabbi Joel Teitel- 
baum, the “ Sotmarer Rebbe,” who, 
after his visit to Canada, has been 
on to Israel, whence he arrived in 
London on Wednesday. He ts one 
of the very few Chassidic and rab- 
binic leaders to have survived the 
great slaughter of the Jewries of 
Central and Eastern Europe.

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BLACK MARKET IN ISRAELI CURRENCY 


How the Smugglers Operate 
| PROM A CORRESPONDENT 


There are several reasons for the 
semarkable decrease in the value of 
the Israeli pound abroad. In the first 
lace, the currency of every country 
whose expenditure jn foreign currency 
exceeds its income Of, In the language 
of the economists, which has an 
adverse. balance of foreign payments, 
is invariably below the official rate of 
exchange, and this applies to Israel as 
well as to Britain. 

Secondly, as the supply of consumer 
soods in Israel cannot meet the 
demand. prices rise continually and the 
icraeli pound therefore loses its pur- 
chasing power. Finally, the flooding 
of foreign money markets with Israeli 
pounds illegally smuggled out of the 
State aflects the strength of the cur- 
rency. Such transactions cause 
‘mmense harm to the struggling Israeli 
econom\ 


Traffic in Dollars. 


Currency is being smuggled out of 
in. a number of ways. Some 
ocople who wish to be in a position to 
leave Isracl at. short notice im case of 
emergency have managed to transfer their 
money to banks or individuals overseas. 
In most cases, the latter are approached 
direct or through intermediaries, who 
offer. Israeli pounds payable Isracl 
sgainst. say. dollars. or.francs payable in 
the United: States or Switzerland, As 
compurauvely few. people overseas have 
hysiness interests in Israel, payment for 
dollars in Israeli pounds has to be much 
higher than the official rate of exchange, 
so: that persons wanting Israeli pounds 
for dollars can obtain them for as. little 
as ‘$1 for 1£3, while the official rate is 
£1.40 to the dollar. 

An even more.reguilar outlet for the 
{sracli- pound the tourist. industry. 
Some. tourists preparing to travel to 
lsrac] are reluctant. to exchange their 
money: at- the official rate of exchange. 
and, therefore, arrange deals with Isracli 
visitors Abroad, intermediaries connected 
with Isract. and other people wishing to 
have money abroad. These transactions 
ire generally. arranged through inter- 
mediaries. who receive a high commission. 

Another method of smuggling money 
out: of Israel is through imports without 


payment scheme. In view of the shortage. 


of foreign currency, the [sraeli Govern- 
ment allows citizens to look for. their 
own Sources of imports, At one time it 
was a common sight in Zurich to see 


several Isracli merchants chasing a Swiss 
businessman, each promising tO pay more 


in [sraeli currency for the franc than his - 


rival, In addition, Israeli diamond 
exporters frequently retain part of their 
profits abroad. 

Undoubtedly the greatest harm to the 
Israeli pound and to the State's economy 
is brought about by those who smuggle 
actual pound notes out. of the country. 
Before the recent exchange of Israeli 
pound notes, money in circulation 
amounted to about [£115.000.000. but 
when all the old currency was withdrawn 
new notes in circulation. totalled only 
about [£98 .000,000, It was estimated 
that about 95 per cent of the missing 
1£17,000.000 was abroad. : 

One cannot over-emphasise the harm 
being done to Israel by these transac- 
lions or condemn too strongly the people 
engaged in them. ‘The effect on the cur- 
rency and financial stability of a country 
which has a substantial part of its: cur- 
rency abroad may. well. -be | disastrous, 
The fact that the. recent exchange of 
currency caused a rise in the unofficial 
rate of exchange speaks for itself. It 
is noteworthy, however, that the purchas- 


ing power of the Israeli pound in Israel 


is, despite the |shortage of supplies, much 
Stronger than|-the unofficial rate would 
indicate. In the long run it is the pur- 
chasing power of a currency which 
determines its real strength.

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AFRICAN DOCTORS AID ISRAEL 
Progress of Medical Sherut”’ Scheme 


FROM OUR 


FEW days ago four distin- 

guished South African doc- 

tors feft for Israel on specific 
missions. One was the Govern- 
ment Medical Officer in Pretoria ; 
the second, a Government patholo- 
gist from Durban ,; the third, a well- 
known anesthetist ; and the fourth, 
a leading specialist plastic 
surgery. 

They will spend some time in 
Israel, working tn hospitals, lectur- 
ing at the Hebrew’ University, 
orgamising seminars for post- 
graduates, and carrying out surveys 
on certain aspects of medicine. [he 
plastic surgery specialist will 
organise a department of: plastic 
surgery at the Hebrew University, 
while the Pretoria Medical Officer, 
who has visited Israel several times 
previously, will, at the invitation of 
the Israeli Government, draw up its 
Public Health Bill for submission 
to the Knesset. 

The dispatch of this medical 
team, important though it may be, 
is not an isolated enterprise. It is 
part of an imaginative scheme 
launched by the South African 


Zionist Federation four years ago.. 


At first it was on a small scale. It 
began during the Arab-Jewish war, 
when a number of South African 


doctors went as volunteers to give 


medical aid to the Israeli Army. On 
their return some.of the doctors 


gave disturbing reports about the 
paucity of the medical services in 
Israel. It appeared that, while 
during the Second World War 
doctors from all the countries par- 
ticipating in the hostilities had 
managed to acquire new skills and 
to familiarise themselves with latest 
developments, particularly the 
field of surgery, plastic surgery, and 
physiotherapy, the members of the 
medical profession in Palestine had 
not had the same opportunities. 


No Medical Council 


Difficulties placed by the Mandatory 
Power in the way of enlistment of 
Palestinian doctors made it impossible 
for any considerable number of them 
to serve in the field. Furthermore, 
the attitude adopted by the Mandatory 


' Government in regard to the medical 


system was said to have produced 
somewhat chaotic results. 

Israel has not yet established a 
Medical Council, a body which raises 
standards of conduct and maintains a 
code of honour and discipline in the 
profession. While it was right that 
Jewish doctors entering their own land 
from the Diaspora should be permitted 
to practise without any restrictions, 
this freedom resulted in a certain 
amount of chaos. Young. graduates 
from. well-known Continental univer- 
sities Came in large numbers, particu- 
larly at the beginning of the Hitler 
period. But with the absence of a 
medical faculty at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity they have had little oppor- 
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doctors, 


tunity daring the past 20 years to keep 
in touch with the latest progress and 
developments in medical science. 

The Zionist Federation here realised 
that South African Jewish doctors, 
many of whom have studied in famous 
medical schools overseas, could render 
considerable service to Israel even if 
they did not wish to settle permanently 
in that country. A Medical Depart- 
ment was established here, and for 
the past four years it has organised 
a system of medical Sherut—long 
before the term “ Sherut” began to be 
used in Zionist circies as indicating 
short-term service to Israel. 

Broadly speaking, the object of the 
Department was to enlist the service 
of medical personnel for permanent 
settlement: arrange for teams cf 
specialists to go from time to time to 
Israel for periods. of one month or 
more in order to treat patients, deliver 
lectures, arrange seminars, and act as 
“guest directors” at — hospitals ; 
co-ordinate the sending of patients to 
South Africa for medical treatment ; 
and to exchange information. 


Plastic Surgery Team 


In all these directions the Depart- 
ment has made considerable. progress. 
Last year a plastic surgery team, con- 
sisting of a local ‘specialist, an 
anesthetist, and an assistant doctor, 
went to Israel 
plastic surgery cases. Co-operating 
with the Government, they worked in 
military hospitals and particularly with 
patients from Oriental countries who 
had had littke opportunity of modern 
treatment. Then a_ physiotherapy 
team went to work for some time at 
Sarafand- Hospital, and, as a result of 
its stay, submitted to the Government 
a report on the measures necessary to 
rehabilitate paralytics and the 
establishment of a co-ordinated 
rehabilitation service, with suggestions 
for a scheme for the reception and 
treatment of poliomyelitis cases. 

Another South African doctor. has 


been invited to conduct a survey on. 


nutritional problems while in Israel. 


on behalf of the Medical Department. 


And a lecturer of clinical anatomy at 
Johannesburg University was recently 
sent to Israel as a visiting lecturer for 
six months. 

Apart from. these necessarily brief 
visits by medical teams and individual 
well 
African doctors and nurses have, as a 
result of the efforts of the Depart- 
ment; settled in Israel. 


12-Month Scheme 


Of special interest are the efforts 
being made by the Department to 
arrange tor newly qualified doctors to 
serve their 12 months’ hospital service 
in Israel, instead of in South Africa. 
The Departmént recently arranged for 
Professor S. F. Oosthuizen, the Presi- 


‘dent of the South African Medical and 


Dental Council, to visit Israel. As a 
result .of his short stay there it 1s 
hoped that permission will be granted 
for the newly qualified doctors to do 


their twelve months’ service in Israeli 


hospitals. 

The importance of this work in the 
Strict sphere of medical service need 
hardly be emphasised. There is, how- 
ever, the additional value of establish- 
ing contact between South African 
Jewish doctors and the State of Israel. 
In South Africa it has been noted that 
while members of the legal profession 
play an important part in the leader- 
ship of communal and Zionist affairs. 
the medical profession is hardly repre- 
sented, probably because’ their work 
is of a more exacting nature. 
The medical. scheme conducted by 
the Zionist Federation thus serves the 
good purpose of enlisting the interest 
of a large section of the Jewish intelli- 
gentsia in the affairs. of Israel. of 
establishing mutual relationship, and, 
finally, of providing Israel with a ser- 
vice it could not. possibly afford. 

The activities of the Medical 
Department are financed by the 
United Appeal here, and the entire 
scheme is run. with the utmost 
economy. The .administrative costs 
are smail and all the doctors con- 
nected ,with the scheme have travelled 
to Israel at their own expense. They 
received no fee whatsoever. They gave 
up their holiday period and in Israel] 
were provided with accommodation 
and transport by the Israeli Govern- 
ment, 

At first only a few South African 
doctors volunteered for service in 
Israel, but now the scheme has caught 
on and none of the medical men 
approached in recent months to give 
their services has refused.

ISRAEL AND NEAR EAST DEFENCE SCHEME 
A Step Nearer Official Participation 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


The Israeli Government has now 
made clear its attitude towards the 
revised Middle Eastern defence 
From a series of official and 
semi-official pronouncements and 
inspired reports over the past few 


days, it appears that the Government 


has moved a step closer towards offi- 
cial participation, but is still holding 
back from offering to join, or 
encouraging invitations to that effect. 

The fo'lowing considerations appear 
predominant: 

(1) Israel will, in all probability, be 
asked to come in, and can therefore 
afford to wait. In the meantime some 
advantages accrue from not being 
publicly associated with the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation— 
especially in view of fresh rumours 
that the East European countries, 
including possibly the Soviet Union, 
may revise their emigration policies. 


(2) The Western Powers have still to. 


decide whether the centre of gravity is to 
lie in the Mediterranean or the Middle 
East.

American. suggestions for placing the 
British Mediterranean Fleet — under 
Admiral Carney’s command. 

(3) The latest reports suggest that the 
Gaza scheme has been revived and sub- 
mitted to the. Egyptian Government, 
which seems not unfavourable towards 
it. Under this scheme, the Canal Zone 
would come under Egyptian control while 
most of the mobile British Forces would 
be moved to the Gaza strip and other 


- units, including the Air Force, scattered 


from Libya to Jordan, Malta, and 
possibly Cyprus. Since. Israel is 
indirectly affected, it is significant that 
the first semi-official reactions in Tel 
Aviv have been cautiously favourable. 


Neguib’s Attitude 


(4) The new efforts being made to 
obiain Egyptian co-operation may result 
in an invitation to Israel to associate 
itself with Nato directly, instead of via 
the Middle Eastern Command. 
would place Israel in the same position 
as Greece, and obviate another argument 
over Arab-Israehi relations. On the 
other hand, some of Mr. — Sharett’s 
advisers, and possibly Mr, Sharett him- 
self, seem to feel that the issue offers the 
Western Powers a chance to insist upon 
a different Arab attitude towards Israel. 
As long as the Arab Governments— 
including the new Egyptian Government 
—-breathe threats against Israel, co- 
operation is impossible. They: would 
therefore have to be told by Washington 
and London that the time has come to 
conclude a peace treaty. | 

This assessment is given point by the 
récent happenings in Egypt. General 
Neguib is undoubtedly concerned. with 
domestic policies rather than with 
nationalist demagogy. He is known to 
be determined to effect social changes 
which will necessitate an open rupture 
with the Wafd leadership, as_ hitherto 
represented by Nahas and Serag ed-Din.

SONG AND HEALING 


On the seven Sabbaths that follow the 
Fast of Av, the Haftarot comprise inspired 
passages which depict the ingathering of 
Israel's exiles and the restoration of Zion. 
In sublime language they describe the glories 
of the redemption. The mercies of Provi- 
dence have granted our generation the 
privilege of witnessing. the fulfilment. of 
prophecies which long seemed remote from 
reality. And now, at this very season, two 
gatherings have been held 
which give modern and concrete expression 
to millennial Jewish yearnings. Last week the 
hills of Jerusalem echoed to the singing of 
hundreds of voices which proclaimed the 
opening of the Zimriya, Israel’s Song 
Festival. Nearly 2,000 choristers from Israel 
and many countries of the Diaspora~includ- 
ing a contingent from Britain-——participated 
in the days of song which followed. While 
they contributed to the Festival by songs 
in their several different languages, theirs 
was truly the voice of harmony and unison. 
They brought joyful testimony to the world- 
wide unity of Jewry, whose representatives 
had thus come together in the reborn State 
of Israel. Immediately after the Zimriya, 
the second World Congress of Jewish Physi- 
clans Opened in Jerusalem. This was like- 
wise attended by delegates from Israel and 
from many other lands, including Britain. 
In an address of welcome on behalf’ of the 


Israeli Government, the Premier, Mr. Ben-. 


GURION, spoke of the outstanding contribu- 
tions made by Jews to medicine throughout 
the ages. From the past the conference 
sought inspiration for the present and the 
future. It discussed problems of great 
importance to Jewry and all humanity in 
these momentous days of crisis. The 
messages of song and of healing which have 
again gone forth trom Jerusalem are both 
vital to the world’s salvation. 


HEBREW PRONUNCIATION 


As we reported last week, the CHIEF 


Rassi has repeated his ruling that for the 


present the Ashkenazi pronunciation as used 
in this country hitherto must be retained at 
all Divine services and throughout the entire 
service. This same ruling as to the pronuncia- 
tion of Hebrew is also applied to instruc- 
tion in religion classes. The CHIEF 
RABBIS ruling on these points has been given 
in reply to a request from the Hon. Officers 
of the United Synagogue. It will be remem- 


bered that the immediate reason for this 
reference to the CHIEF RABBI was. the 


discussion at the Hampstead Synagogue 
regarding the use of Sefardit. With the 
establishment of the State of Israel and the 
modern Hebrew, many. other 
Anglo-Jewish synagogues have been simi- 
larly discussing this question. It is unneces- 
Sary now. to traverse in detail all the 
arguments, which have already been venti- 
lated at considerable length in this paper. 
Sufhee it to say that considerable. doubt 
exists whether this constitutes a specifically 
religious Question such as requires an official 
ruling from the CHIFF RABBI. 
functions and status of the Chief Rabbinate 


are not upheld when appeals are made for | 


its decisions on matters that do not clearly 
come within its competence and jurisdiction. 
It is difficult to see what service is rendered 
to the community by asking the CHIEF 
RABBI to give an ex cathedra pronounce- 
ment about trngurstie niceties in the use of 
Hebrew. Nor is it any easier to discover 
how the ruling that has now been given can 
help towards solving philological problems. 
Complete uniformity in the pronunciation 
of Hebrew-—or, indeed, any other language 

is humanly unattainable. It should neither 
be desired nor expected, and certainly can- 
not be controlled by ecclesiastical ruling. 
Sooner or later, as the CHIEF RABBI'S State- 
ment implhes, Sefardit will generally prevail. 
In the meantime, apparently, it is to be 
excluded from synagogues and religion 
classes.

ISRAEL AT HELSINKI 


Ir the Olympic Games have left no 
memory of any great victory achieved by 
an individual Israeli, they have added another 
proud moment to the new State’s early years. 
For the first time the Israeli flag has been 
borne round an Olympic Stadium, at the 


head of a small delegation of sportsmen and _ 


sportswomen, and been given an ovation 
before taking its place among the flags of 
other nations. Recognition had been 
granted the Jewish State in international 
conference halls and in the courts and parlia- 
ments of separate nations. Yet as long as 
the Olympic Committee’s hesitations and 
postponements of the last few years held up 
Israel's participation in this field of inter- 
national sport, a feeling persisted that com- 
plete recognition had not been accorded. 
For it is in the arts of peace much more 
than in the regrettable necessities of war 
that the revived Jewish nation wishes to 
take its share. The needs of defence and 
security, both military and economic, have 
perforce dominated the minds of the Israelis, 
but the signs increase that sporting prowess 
is now being accorded greater importance. 
Bodily . fitness must have its place in a 
healthy State, and need not be regarded as 
replacing the things of the spirit. The need 
of such healthy development fired those who 


established the Maccabi movement at a time 


when our people were emerging from ghetto 
conditions that had left their mark on Jewish 
physique. Now that the hope of a national 
homeland has been realised, the Maccabi 
spirit continues to be fostered both in Israel 
and in other lands. Its triennial climax, the 
Maccabiah, attracts the pick of Jewish youth 
from near and far to compete in friendly 
rivalry. Many of those who will meet at 
next year’s Maccabiah attended the Games 
in Finland. Besides gaining valuable experi- 
ence from the high standard of performance 
and organisation there, they formed strong 
bonds of friendship under the hospitable 


egis of the Jewish community. of this 


northern clime. 


IN CAMP 


AT this holiday season great numbers of 


our young people who belong to the various 


Jewish youth organisations are enjoying the 
delights of camping. Many organisations 
regard this summer camping as an essential 
element in their training and discipline. The 
Zionist bodies which are concerned with 
training chalutzim, the Scouts, and the 


Jewish Lads’ Brigade, for example, attach 


the greatest importance to this comparatively 
short period that is spent under canvas. In 
the country and at the seaside, Jewish boys’ 
and girls’ clubs are now encamped through- 
out the length and breadth of the land. 


Sometimes our young people have an oppor- 


tunity of pitching their tents farther afield. 
A Jewish troop of senior Scouts, for instance, 
has lett Willesden for a fortnight’s hiking 
and camping in Brittany. Its members carry 
messages of greeting to the Mayors of the 
in Brittany from the Mayor of 
Willesden. They will, we are certain, prove 
to be worthy ambassadors of friendship and 
good will. A lucky Jewish boy from London 
is one of a group of schoolboy explorers 
who are now on a trip of exploration of the 
interior of Iceland. However, one can 
usually enjoy the hazards of camping—and 
these hazards constitute not the least of its 


delights—in England’s green’ and_ pleasant 


land. Last week we printed an account 
of the vicissitudes which overtook a 
Habonim camp during a storm on the York- 
shire coast. Great kindness and hospitality 
were shown to the rain-soaked children by 
the Vicar of Lythe and the inhabitants of 
the village. This temporary emergency called 
forth spontaneous and self-sacrificing help 
by the people of Lythe which is warmly 
appreciated. And it isfine to know that the 
campers showed the proper sporting spirit 
by determining to return to camp, where they 
were later rewarded by an excellent holiday.

The Dead Sea Scrolis : A Prelimina;, Survey

cave, since the book of Isaiah is the mog 
important of the prophetic writings of the Bible 
and one which pious Jews cherished sicst of al] 
in the centuries to which he would assien the 


finds. 

The main significance of the Habakkuk Com- 
mentary, in Dupont-Sommer’s opinion. js the 
historical data it furnishes. us conce:ning the 
Jewish background of the time of 11: :

ETHICAL THEORY 


The Claim of Morality. By \. H. G 
ROBINSON. Gollancz. 21s.

This book will certainly be of great 
value to American Jewish housewives. 
although, for us, most of the sugges- 
tions are only of academic interest. 
Aiming to provide a manual of Jew- 
ish cookery for busy women who take 
an active part in Communal life, enter- 
tain frequently, and still give priority 
to the welfare of their families. the 
book includes recipes which have maxi- 
mum nutritional value without -sacrifi- 
cing: that variety and colour which 


stimulate the appetite. Consideration 
has been given to ways of. saving 


preparation time and economising in 
shopping. Each’ chapter contains 4 
menu and recipes suitable for one 


week in every month and a few intro- 


ductory remarks with useful seasonal 
hints.. The varying problems of the 
housewife are discussed and practical] 
solutions. offered... Throughout, the 
instructions are clear and simple. , 

However, Mrs. Bellin practical 
wisdom. assumes the availability of 
food and equipment quite foreign to 
us. Where a “ freezer” allows almost 
indefinite storage, it is relatively easy 
to cook food ahead and prevent a 
holiday or week-end rush:. where 
“ commercial mixes ” and an 


enormous variety of canned foods 


can be readily purchased, it ts rela- 
tively easy to save time in preparation. 
In a land where “ meat. ... 1s usually 
the main course of the chief meal of 
the day,” variety 1s, perhaps, not so 
difficult to achreve. 


ISLAM 


Islam—Belicf and Practices. 
A. S. Tritton. —Hutchinson’s Univer- 
sity’ Library.. 7s, 64d.

In the. last few years the bibho- 
eraphy of Isiam has been enriched by 
several books designed primarily for 
the general reader. Massé’s L‘Isiam 
appeared in 1945, H. A. R. Gibbs 
* Mohammedanism © in 1949, and an 
English translation of Gaudefroy- 
Demombynes’s Les Institutions 
Musuimanes im 1950. Professor 
Triiion’s new book 1s unfortunate in 
appearing after these. The chief facts 
about Islam are hardly in. dispute 
among Western. scholars, so that, for 
the appearance of yet another work 
on the subject to be justihed, som: 
special..merit.in style. or treatment 
would seem necessary. 

The work under review has no such 
jusiification. It contains a greai many 
interesting items of information, the 
fruit of the author's long devotion to 
Arab studies, but these items almost 
invariably bear no indication of their 
A traveller yee ‘ There are no eal- 
ing houses tn Wahhabi land” (p. 88). 
A writer for the genera! public js justi- 
fied in omiitmg the footnotes proper 
to a treatise, but one would like to 
know at least the time and extent of

others by a desire to share their own 
specialised knowledge with a wider 
circle, their letters opening up un- 
expected vistas to legions of the 
unknown. Many, frankly, have been 
moved by the hope of “seeing their 
name in print” and nothing more. 

Yet there is far more to Mr. Rubin- 
stein’s slender book than mere 
analysis of the correspondence evoked 
by his initial “letter to the Editor.” 
We are permitted to glimpse the rich- 
ness of his personal recollections, the 
treasures of the library wherein this 
eminent lawyer, valued friend of 
generations of literary folk, browses 
on Sunday evenings, “ enlarging upon 
something I have read in the paper 
during the morning.” dispensing the 
fruits of his knowledge to his unknown 
audiences. His lrbrary seems to have 
been fully equipped to cope with the 
most diverse conundrums-—-and he has 
done so in sparkling fashion The 
author records “a comic slip” by 
the normally accurate Atticus and 
if the present reviewer: is saddened by 
a reference to Lord Curzon of 
Kiddleston "—well, even a_ kgal 
Homer may sometimes nod ! 


this traveller's travels. The book. 


abounds in generalisations. “ Most 
men wear a seal ring set with a semi: 
precious stone On which js éngraved 
the owner's name” (p. 140). What 
should we say to a Middle Eastern 
Occidentalist who wrote “ Most Euro- 
peans wear a gold watch-chain ”? 

_A further defect is in the punctua- 
tion, which is distractingly unconven- 
tional, so that one is constantly obliged 
io re-read a sentence before its mean- 
ing can be grasped. “For other per- 
sons. the penalty is one hundred 
strokes, fifty if the offender is a slave 
and banishment for a year, six months 
for a slave” (p, 134). Faulty punctua- 
tion is probably to blame also for the 
Protean dog introduced on page 150: 
‘In the grave the works of a good

At a time when British Orientalists 
are striving to awaken interest in the 
study of Eastern civilisations, it is 
regrettable that the author did not 
make better use of his opportunity to 
reach a large public.

Value of International | 
Co-operation 
To the Editor of Jewish CHRONICLE 
From the Hon. ; 

EWEN MONTAGU, C.B.E., Q.C. 

Sir,--Three weeks ago Mr. Baum, 
the Director, Information Depart- 
ment of the W.J.C., categorically 
informed your readers that Dr. Gold- 
mann had never claimed that the 
W.J.C. was “the only existing organ- 
isation symbolising the unity of the 
Jewish people ~ and had never been 
reported as saying so. 

Last week Mr. Baum performed a 
volte face and admitted that Dr. 
Goldmann was so reported and that 
he has “ not the slightest doubt about 
the accuracy of the report” summar- 
ising Dr. Goldmann’s speech. He 
went on to seek to justify the claim 
which he previously suggested 
was wholly misconceived! 

Your readers can this see, once 
again, the value and accuracy of 
categorical statements and claims by 
“responsible officials” of the W.J.C. 
But | did not seek to trespass on your 
space in order to point out the 
changes of front by the W.J.C.—they 
are too numerous and rapid for any- 
one to try to overtake them. It 1s, 
however, important to seek once and 
for all to try to clarify the confusion 
between international. co-operation 
and a supranational authority that the 
W J.C. has engendered. 

A supranational. authority is one 
that claims to speak for the Jewish 
citizens of. various nations by .a voice 


which is that of an international com- 


mittee on which the citizens of. an 
affected nation may or may.not be 
‘represented at the material time, or 
may be outvoted: im other words a 


body. on which a-number of foreign 


nationals claim to speak for (among 
others) British JewS—and to do so 
on matters of secular politics.. This 
is clearly impossible. 


International co-operation, on the 


other hand, is when bodies of Jews of 
various countries discuss together, and 
work together, for the benefit — of 


| Jewry, each body retaining its indepen- 


dence and no one else being able to 
speak for it without its express agree- 
ment, Such co-operation goes on in 
the Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations—I believe that jt also 
goes on jn the Consultative Board 
and. other bodies. It has long been 
the hope and objective of the A.J.A. 
that we should all co-operate together 
and, in my speech which was attacked 


by Mr. Baum, | welcomed Dr. Cohen's 
Statement in which he also advocated 


such co-operation: we are in agree- 
ment on this point, but neither of us 
would claim to be able to. represent 
the other's. views without prior con- 
sultation and agreement.

THE PHYSICIAN IN JEWISH LAW 


The Bible and Medical Aid 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
From the CHIEF RABBI OF EIRE 


Sirn.—Mr. Romy Fink (in your 
issue of last week) is quite right ‘n 
emphasising the significance of the 
Biblical criticism of the Judean King 
Asa, who, in his disease, “ sought not 
to the Lord, but to the physicians.” 
This important reference was not, of 
course, omitted jn my lecture, even 
though there was no mention of it 
in the necessarily condensed report 
which appeared in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. In fact, both the Chair- 
man of the meeting and I discussed 
at some length the problem raised by 
this apparent objection to medical aid. 

Perhaps more instructive than the 
passage itself are the interpretations 
given to it by the Jewish commen- 
tators. Most significantly, the early 
rabbinical classics appear to ignore 
the stricture upon Asa _ altogether ; 


that particular verse jn II Chronicles 
xvi is one of the very few to which. 


no reference at all seems to be made 
in the Taimud and Midrashim. On 
the contrary, the Aggada unreservedly 
lauds Asa as a good and pious king. 
indeed the Biblical narrator himse!f 
records with obvious approval the 
honours bestowed upon the dead king 
at his funeral (I Chronicles xvi, 
14). The medieval commentaries also 
reflect a general, though admitted|\ 
not unanimous, refusal to regard the 
passage as implying some opposition 
to the consulting of physicians. Isaac 
Abarvanel, for example, considers 
Asa’s behaviour stupid rather than 
irreligious, because—being © stricken 
with so serious an illness at the age 
of 80—he should not have relied on 
medical help: he ought to have 
realised that only a. Divine miracle 
could save him. Similarly, Leon de 
Modena explains that it was futile to 


believe that the incurable disease from: 


which the king suffered could be 
healed by human means. The great 
Halachist, Joel Sirkes, likewise recog- 
nises the weakness of Asa’s conduct 
only in his failure to combine faith 
in God with reliance on physicians. 
The remark in the book of Chronicles 
is thus in complete harmony with the 
Biblical and post-Biblical view. of 
Judaism, which looks upon. the physi- 
clan as a Divine agent whose know- 
ledge and skill should be utilised for 
the relief of human suffering. provided 
God is acknowledged as the Ultimate 
Healer. 

Your correspondent’s own thesis ‘s 
ingenious and interesting, but histori- 
cally. qute untenable. To justify the 
objection to Asa’s recourse to medica! 
aid in the eighth century B.c.£., when 


ancient medicine was well advanced 
and. often employed perfectly rationa! 


cures (including a variety of surgical! 
operations, as mentioned in much 
earlier Egyptian 
grounds that medicine in those days 
was identical with magic as evidenced 
by the discovery of trephining scars 
on neolithic skulls in prehistoric times. 
is clearly a glaring anachronism. A 
like disregard for the facts established 
by  medico-historical -research is 
betrayed by the suggestion that “* vast 
strides must. have been made” in the 
brief interval of less than two cen- 
turies separating Asa from Jeremiah.

papyri), on. 


who admittedly “thought it right to 
consult the physician, and to use the 
balm he prescribed.” Actually, the 
“vast strides” from demonic to 
rational medicine spanned millen- 
nia, not centuries ! 
But even jf Mr. Fink’s assumption 
were correct and Asa was criticised 
merely because he resorted to magical 
medicine-men, the Biblical reprimand 
would only confirm, not invalidate, 
my alleged contention (which I had, in 
fact, qualified in my lecture) that “ the 


consulting of (rational) physicians 
was never regarded as wrongful.” 
Maimonides follows this line of 


reasoning in his commentary on the 
Mishna which relates with approval 
the hiding of the Book of Medicines 
by King Hezekiah. That ancient 
work, Maimonides claims, prescribed 
purely magical and astrological cures, 
and their use thus offended against 
the Torah. 

Your correspondent cannot, surely, 
be correct in his assertion that “the 
Pentateuch makes it quite clear that 
the only tliness which is sent as a 
punishment from Heaven is leprosy.” 
Has he forgotten the sixth of the Ten 
Plagues (Exodus ix, 9-11), the repeated 
warning that various diseases (other 
than leprosy) will visit those who dis- 
obey the Divine law (e.g., Leviticus 
xxvi, 16; Deuteronomy -xxviil, 22), 
and the promise that submission io 
His law will be rewarded by the 
banishment of all bodily afflictions 
(e.g., Exodus xv, 26: Deuteronomy 
vil, 15)? These and other passages 


indicate beyond doubt that the Torah 


considers every illness as a punishment 
from Heaven, though its mitigation 
by medical intervention is sanctioned, 
at the same time. 

This misundertanding of the Bibli- 
cal attitude may have led Mr. Fink 
to make the entirely unwarranted 
statement: “The treatment [sic] of 
the leper is set out in great detail in 
Leviticus xiv, but for all other diseases 
the sufferer was not called upon. to 


attend the priest presumably, he’ 


was permitted to consult the physi- 
No, any patient, including the 
leper, Was “ permitted” to repair to 
the physician. 
deal with medical treatment but with 
the priestly task to diagnose and, if 
necessary, to isolate the: leper. 

May | conclude with a plea which 
is germane to this discussion? It is 
regrettable that so few of our modern 
scholars and Jewish academic. institu- 
tions in Israel, America; and England 
devote themselves to researches into 
Jewish. medical history and, more 
particularly, the attitude of 
Judaism to the great moral and reli- 
gious problems set by medical science 
and practice in our own dav. Perhaps 
the World Congress of Jewish Physi- 
cians held this week at Jerusalem will 
help to intensify and popularise these 
important studies and lead to the long 
overdue establishment. of a Chair in 
Jewish Medical History and Ethics, 
at least at the Hebrew. University. 
There are. few fields of scientific and 
historical knowledge in which Jewish 
thought and experience could make a 
more valuable contribution. the 
spiritual physical betterment of 
man and his life.

HISTORY OF COLORADO 
JEWS 


Information of Mears Family 
Sought 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHronictr 


Sin,—I wonder if any of your 
readers might be able to help me with 
a problem in research? I am com- 
piling a history of the Jews in Colo- 
rado. One of the most prominent 
men in the State was a Jew. but at 
present his grandchildren insist that he 
was only half-Jewish. The man wis 
Otto Mears. who said of himself: “| 
was born May 3, 1840, in Kurland. 
Russia. My father died when IT was 
a year Old. He was born in England. 
My mother was born in Russia. ¢r 
Kurland, as it was called, and died 
when she was 40 vears old.” He lived 
for a time with his mother’s brother. 
and then was sent to England to a 
relative of his father’s. His father 
had four brothers. 

His daughter said the following, in 
“ Pioneers of the San Juan”: “ While 
father’s father was an Englishman, his 
mother was of Jewish descent.” While 
he lived he was a member of the 


wee ' Temple Emanuel and other Jewish 


organisations, and told many people 
that his parents were Jewish. -How- 


ever, | need documentary evidence to. 


prove that Mears’s father was English 
and Jewish, in order to avoid any 
troubie with the descendants, who are 
obviously not Jewish. 

Perhaps there are Mearses left in 
England who are related to this man. 
Unfortunately, I have no idea of what 
his father’s name was, other than 
Mears, and the only dates are that Otto 
Mears arrived in New York in 1850 
trom England. am now trying to 
find some informat.on from his dis- 
charge papers from the army, and will 
attempt to get the information on his 
citizenship papers. 

Mears led a highly colourful and 
productive life. He built the net- 
work of railroads in the precipitous 
San Juan mountains, negotiated the 
treaty with the Ute Indians, leading 
to their removal from Colorado, was 
active in politics, and much beloved 
and respected in the State.

Criticism of Communal 
Council 
To the Editor of THt Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin. —Councillor Hamburger’s letter 
‘1 your issue Of July 25 should in 
fairness have presented all the facts. 

The original Clothing Committee 
was formed in 1945, under my chair- 
manship and under the auspices of the 
Central British Fund, who financed us, 
Over 8,000 consignments of clothing 
were despatched to various European 
camps, and our endeavours were 
warmly praised by the C.B.F; and the 
welfare Officers in charge of these 
camps. who reported that the clothing 
sent from Manchester was most grate- 
fully used and was well above the poor 
standards from other centres, which 
had provoked some criticisms. © Our 
activities ceased in. 1949. 

At the end of 1949, following urgent 
calls from Israel for clothing tor the 
many thousands of distressed immi- 
erants who were pouring in, Ald. 
|. M. Lever. M.P. (then President of 
the Communal Council), Mr, Samuel 
Davies (the present President), Mr. 
ieonard Cohen (on behalf of the 
C.B.F.) and Norman Jacobs 
(representing the all 
approached me to form and take 
charge of a new Clothing Committee 
for Israel, 1 did not seek this post, 
but agreed to undertake this work 
against medical advice, because of my 
sincere attachment to the cause of 
Israel. and after an undertaking had 
been given that the C.B.F. would again 
finance our endeavours. 

Linfortunately, after we had been 
actively successful for six months, the 
( .B.F. ceased to function and we then 
came under the auspices of the Man- 
chester Communal Council. 

After last year’s disastrous floods in 
israel, we responded to desperate tele- 
grams, by organising a special clothing 
drive by means of posters, circulars, 
and house-to-house. collections, which 
eventually enabled us to send within 
a very short time, over 50 cases of 
clothing totalling over 12,000 gar- 
ments. We also dealt with considerable: 
consignments ‘from. New Zealand, 
Southport, St. Annes, etc. — 

Despite the generous aid we received 


‘tion of. a small sum from the 


from the Jewish Agency, the costs of 
circulars, postage, cleaning and press- 
Ing, etc. (at special concession rates). 
packing cases (which were afterwards 
used for building purposes), and 
freight charges, all put our Committee 
in debt to the sum of over £500. und 


Cllr, Hamburger’s suggestion. during 


his attendance at our July 22 meeting. 
that the clothing should be sent 
through Wizo or F.W.Z.. did nothing 
towards solving the existing financia! 
problem. 


When our Committee was originally 
Short of. funds, we had to appeal to 
our local synagogues for help, and 1] 
was jnvited to address the Council of 
the Higher Broughton Synagogue on 
July 23, 1950, on the subject of cloth- 
ing for Israel relief. As soon as.1] had 
finished giving expenditure details. Mr. 
Samuel Davies, President of the Com- 
munal Council, stated that I had no 
right to appeal directly, as all charity 
appeals must through — the 
machinery of the Council of Man- 
chester and Salford- Jews. 1 respect- 
fully suggest that this ‘machinery needs 
Oiling. This. was two. vears ago. 
Although (and as a delegate) I have 
since repeatedly appealed to the 
Council for assistance, with the excep- 
1950 
Yom Kippur Appeal, nothing. was 
allocated from last vear’s synagogue 
collections, nor were any. other funds 
made: available. 
Where is the machinery: of the 
Communal Council? Cllr. Hamburger 
says that “all times the Council has 
used jts influence with the Community 
to obtain support for 
Committee.” Our financial plight is 
a sad reflection on the influence which 
the Communal Council appears to 
exert on the community. 

The. fact remains. that, had we sat 
back and .waited for. the Communal. 
Council to find the funds for our work, 


nothing at all would have gone ‘to our 
brethren in Israel.

CAPSICUMS 


(Sweet Peppers) 

Sweet peppers, both red and green, can 
be fried, stuffed and baked, eaten raw 
in a vegetable salad, used in soup, or 
a little finely chopped can be added to 
savoury dishes of macaroni or rice. 


To eat raw. As the flavour is rather 
pungent, use only one or two spoonfuls 
finely chopped, after removing skin and 
seeds, in a potato or mixed vegetable 
salad. Ora small quantity can be added 
to cream cheese for a sandwich filling. 

To prepare the peppers for frying or 
baking cut off the stalks, cut in half 
length-wise, and remove seeds and stringy 
membrane. 


To fry, Parboil prepared peppers in 
boiling salted water for 5S minutes. 
Drain, dip in egg and breadcrumbs (or 
frying batter), and fry in deep fat. 


Stuffed Peppers 


PaARBOIL prepared peppers in boiling 
salted water 4 to 5S minutes, Drain, and 
stuff each half with any savoury mixture 
of fish, meat, cheese, or vegetables. 
Sprinkle with brown crumbs, dot with 
margarine, and bake in a hot oven (425°, 
Regulo No. 6) for about 20 minutes. 
Serve with thick brown gravy of a 
savoury sauce. : 


Savoury Sauce. Mix together 4 pt. 
tomato purée, 2 tablespoonfuls vinegar 
(or lemon juice), 2 tablespoonfuls brown 
sugar, a pinch of paprika, 4 pt. water, 
salt and pepper to taste. Add a few

10 minutes, keeping it well stirred.

Kisdush and Habdalah 


By “ AUNTIE” 


N  week’s talk on_ the 
mentioned briefly the two 


ceremonies of Kiddush, which 
ushers in the day of rest, and 
Habdalah, which fragrantly and 


reluctantly says goodbye to it. 

The Sabbath is meant to bring plea- 
ure into our homes, and the lights 
kindled by every mother on Sabbath 
eve symbolise joy and happiness. The 
,inding of the Sabbath lamp is tradi- 
tional but the observance is said to 
he deduced from the words in Isaiah, 
“And thou shalt call the Sabbath a 
delight.” The Rabbis say that at least 
‘wo candles should be lit, one to 
express i297 (remembrance) and the 
other to express “WOW (observance). 

One of the ways in which the Sab- 


bath is distinguished as a day of joy: 


is by partaking of wine, The 
accompanying prayer is called the 
Kiddush, because by this act we sanc- 
tify the Sabbath. This prayer 
expresses Our gratitude to God for 
giving us the day of rest “as our 
inheritance.” 
After Shool, on Shabbat morning, 
we again take a glass of wine. The 
Kiddush this time has different verses : 
the Fourth Commandment is included. 
lhe wine is passed round for every- 
one present to take a sip, so the Kid- 
dush can be compared to a real loving 
cup, all joming in the. sanctification 
-of the Sabbath, the day when all 
members of the household are united 
“in God's. service and mutual affection. 
[he wine-cup is usually filled to the 
brim in-accordance with the Psalmist’s 
words, “my,cup. runneth over.”. 
We have two loaves on the table

on Sabbath eve, recalling that when 
the manna fell the Israelites were 
commanded to gather a double por- 
tion on the sixth day. The loaves are 
covered, say the rabbis, to remind us 
that the manna was found between 
layers of dew. It is customary to 
sprinkle small seeds on the loaves in 
memory of God's promise to make 
Israel as numerous as the sands on 
the seashore. 

The Habdalah ceremony which ends 
the Sabbath is the signal for resuming 
the ordinary duties of the week. We 
are told that though we must not be 
late in starting the Sabbath, Habdalah 
may be postponed if we wish—we must 
be in time to greet our Princess-guest 
but we must not hurry her away. 

The leave-taking service is full of 
beautiful symbols. After the wine. 
we take the Besamim, the sweet- 
smelling spices—you will have seen 
some beautiful specimens of the spice 
box. (Jewish art is at its best in the 
adornment of the Sabbath. Challah 
covers, tableclothes, Besamim boxes, 
specially designed Habdalah plates, 
and of course the Kiddush cup itself.

Then comes light, a’ twisted 
bundle of tapers, and the Beracha 
reminds us of the creation of light, 
the first act of God. The light 
indicates that we should look at the 
bright side of life, but at the same 
time we must remember that life has 
shadows, 

The final blessing reads: “ Blessed 
art Thou O Lord. who makest a 
distinction between holy and profane. 
between light and darkness, between 
Israel and the other nations.” We 
bless God for making this: distinction 
and. pray that we may be. under. His 
holy. influence. 

There are some who say that. the 
Habdalah ceremony symbolises all the 
five senses for the use of which we 
feel grateful to God: We hold our 
hands against the light of the candles 
to see’ the bright reflection: we feel 
the warmth: we smell: the fragrant 
spices : we hear the benedictions ; and 
we taste the wine, 

I hope that all of you will try. to 
maintain these old. customs that 
preserve the poetry of Judaism. On 
the observance of Sabbath. rests. the 
survival of our religion.

Obituary 
MR. ABRAHAM SICREE 


Melbourne Communal 
Worker 


The Jewish community of Mel- 
bourne, Australia, lost one of its most 
respected leaders in the death, last 
week, of Mr. Abraham Hyam Sicree. 

Mr. Sicree, who was born in Melbourne 
§7 years ago, was co-Chairman of the 


United Israel Appeal in Victoria, Chair- 


man of the Appeals Committee of the 
Zionist Federation, President of the 
J.N.F. Commission of Victoria, and a 
Vice-President of the Australian Friends 
of the Hebrew University. With his 
brother, Mr. L. Sicree. he endowed the 
Chair of Semitic Studies at Melbourne 
University. 

He was a supporter of every synagogue 
and Talmud Torah in Melbourne and 
President of the Elwood.

Dr. Felix Emmanuel Rosenthal, who 
died last Sabbath in -Leicester atthe age 
of 67, was formerly Professor of Medi- 
cine at Breslau University.

ZIONIST PIONEER IN SCOTLAND 


By MORRIS LINDEN 


Mr. Isaac Eppel, who died in Edin- 
burgh last week at the age of 87 and 
who was a member of the Poale Zion, 
was probably the first Zionist in Scot- 
land. 

He was born near Vilna, the. son 
of. a small fruit-farmer. and came to 
Britain when he was 19 years old, But 
even before leaving Lithuania he had 
been a member the pre-Herz! 
Chovevei Zion movement. Arriving 
in Edinburgh the young man was fired 
by two ideals: to educate himself. in 
European and classical culture and 
to. further the cause of Zione. He 
soon. became a master of English, 
developing a love of English. lyric 
poetry——his favourites were Keats and 
Shelley—and educated himself in the 


literatures of Rome and Greece. All 
this apart from his Hebrew’ studies, 


which he. maintained through his life. 
At first this strange--and handsome 


young man pursued the traditional call- — 


ing of carrying a “ peckele ” through the 
lowlands and Highlands of Scotland. 
He did not make much money, but he 
discovered Burns and Sir Walter Scott. 
He met and married Mrs. Rosa Levy, of 
Edinburgh, a young widow. with three 


children. Mrs. Eppel, who died in 1949, 
bore her second husband stx children. 


The young scholar-husband, forced to 
face the hard economic facts of married 


life. became a picture-framer in the 
Scottish capital. 
Meanwhile, to a small but largely 


scornful Jewish community, Isaac Eppel 
campaigned for support for Dr. Herzl’s 
Fund, as it was then known, Such was 
the antagonism which he encountered in 
those early days that there were one or 
two occasions when he was actually 
stoned by Jewish children. But he 
carned on, winning converts to Zionism 
one by one. Later, as his own children 
grew up, he became deeply interested in 
the problem of Hebrew education for 
Edinburgh Jewish children. He was a 


pioneer of the Ivrit b Ivrit: systema great 
many years befare it. became accepted, 
but found few supporters. for his 
advanced. views. Nothing daunted, he 
founded his own cheder, in which: 
Hébrew was spoken... To. this’ ‘school, 
often maintamed out of his own sparse 
pocket and sometimes, it is feared, at 
ihe expense of his own family’s 
he brought two Hebrew educationists, the 
late Mr. A. L. Briscoe, a pioneer Hebrew 
lexicologist, and Mrs. Rochel Ockrent, 
the Hebrew. scholar and. Yiddish poet now 
living in Glasgow. Unfortunately, after 
a few years, ‘the school collapsed. and 
Isaac. Eppel, in- hard-hitting Yiddish, 
published two pamphlets addressed to the 
local Jewish’ community entitled The 
Death-Trance of Edinburgh Jewry ” and 
the “ Mirror of Edinburgh Jewish Life. 


Visited by Scholars 


His prescience was. ignored, but Isaac 


carried on with his Zionist propaganda. 


He was a friend of Dr. Max Nordau 
and was fond of recalling that he and 
Mrs. Eppel had attended the Zions 
Congress held in London. in 1SQ0. 
Scholars from many parts visited: him 
throughout the years at his modest home 
in Edinburgh, and enjoyed the fruits of 
a well-endowed,. original, and courageo 
mind enriched by a phenomenal memory. 

During the last war, when the call 
came to Dig for Victory,” Isacc Eppel, 
a slim, erect, and handsome 75, shout 
dered a spade and cultivated a vegetable 
plot in his beloved meadows, only a fe 
yards from his tenement home. His 
greatest reward in life was to the 
birth of Israel, the fulfilment of al his 
dreams and strivings. M 

In 1943 on their golden wedding, 
and Mrs. Eppel were entertained oe 
reception by the combined Fdinburs 
and Glasgow Jewish communitics, 
their names were inscribed in (he Golaeh 
Book.

LADY JUDITH’S COLLEGE 


By GABRIEL COSTA 


HE ozone-laden breezes frolic 
round a comely Tudor struc- 
ture on top of the East Cliff. 
Ramsgate, a building destined for 
a new lease of life that would have 
elicited the warm approval of its 
illustrious founder, The Judith 
Lady Montefiore ¢ ollege, memorial 
to the well-beloved wife of Si; 
Moses Montefiore, is on the eve 
of the striking renaissance recent], 
Outlined in the columns of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, an expansion 
implicit with far-spreading repercus- 
sions in the spiritual advancement 
Of our people in the Diaspora. 
The idea. of a Rabbinical] College 
to-sérve -as: a memorial to the 
departed chatelaine of East Chiff 
Lodge was conceived by Sir Moses 
In September, 1863. The great 
philanthropist had initially set ereat 
store by the establishment of a 
Theological College in Jerusalem. 
For his heart and sympathies lay in 
the Holy Land ; not without reason 
was BIW thrice repeated on his 
coat of arms. : 
have,” he said, “with, hope, 
the Divine. blessing, resolved on 
establishing in the Holy Land, in 
memory of my ever-lamented and 


blessed wife, a college (Beth Hame- 


drash), with ten members, to erect 
ten houses with gardens for their 
dwellings, with a certain yearly 
allowance to them, and to purchase 
and to send to them.a good Hebrew 
library for their use.” Anxious to 
implement ‘his lofty dream without 
delay, Sir Moses planned a further 
visit to Palestine, with the object of 


purchasing a suitable site and laying | 


the foundation-stone of the 


projected institution. 


Project Varied 
Certain unforeseen difficulties having 
presented themselves, the Palestine 
project was reluctantly shelved. and 
eventually it was’ decided to erect: the 
Memorial College near the synagogue 


at- Hereson, where Lady Montefiore 
had habitually worshipped. With 
admirable. foresight Sir .Moses. had 


acquired some three years earlier a 
plot of land. ideally suited. for the 
plan. and it was here that the Theolo- 
gical College was to arise. | 

* May God in His mercy and good- 
ness, he. wrote, .“ grant that 
inhabitants “of the -intended college 
may devote themselves to the study 
of His Holy Laws, and may they find 
peace and happiness in their. dwell- 
ings.” Then-the . great. man~ was 
nearing his 80th vyear——Sir.. Moses 
proceeded, after the termination ‘of 
Shabbat on June 24, 1865, to‘lay the 
vindation-stone of the memorial, 
“with sorrow in his heart the 
absence of his beloved companion in 
whose memory the college was to ‘be 
built.”* 


Architectural Features 


Designed in the Tudor style; the 
red-brick structure. consists of a 
single block, the college in the centre, 
and five dwelling-houses on either side, 
with “ comfortable compartments, fitted 
with every convenience and luxury.” 
Upon this. creation of his. affection 
and zeal. Sir Moses bestowed . the 
name Ohel Moshe ve-Yehoodit.” Its 
personnel. was to consist of ten mem- 
bers “distinguished for their profound 
and. extensive learning in Hebrew 
theology. and well known for their 
purity of mind and pious course of 
life.” There was no restriction as to 
the nationality of entrants, the 
resources of the college being open 
to. “all Israelites, from whatever part 
of the globe they may happen to come, 
provided their learning and moral and 
religious character qualifies them for 
the college.” 

It should here be interposed that in 
the matter of the college in particular 


and the activities of the Ramsgate 
community in. general, Sir Moses 


Montefiore disclosed a distinct

American Dissatisfaction

W aSHINGTON 

The US; State Department has 
issued a statement in connection with 
the British proposal for the creation 
of a Middle East Defence Organisa- 
tion without the participation of most 
of the countries of the Middle East. 

In its. statement, the Department 
expresses the view that such a defence 
organisation must include as many of the 
countries in the area as possible if an 
effective Gelence command is to be estab- 
lished. 

While the statement does not openly 
reject the British plan, it 1s. nevertheless 
interpreted here as a refusal to accept 
it. Furthermore. the State Department 
has. indicated that, when the British 
plan is. officially received in Washington, 
the U.S.- will make counter-proposal 
inviting the countries of the Middle East 
to join the defence organisation. 

Reports from London had siated tha! 
Britain. had drafied a plan for a seven- 
nation defence command for the Middle 
East. with Turkey. as the only participant 
from: the area... Israel and the Arab 
States were omitted fromthe. plan. 

The State Departiment regards this as 
(00 limited in scope. Its statement says: 

‘In the opinion of the United States, a 
fundamental feature ot the proposed 
organisation is-its co-operative character 
and the opportunity it “ull provide for 
joining the efforts of both Middle Eastern 
States. and other. States which feel a 
genuine concern for the ‘security’ of the 
Middle East in promoting the common 
objective of area defence.’

PROMOTING ORTHODOX JUDAISM IN SOUTH AFRICA

JOHANNESBURG 
_ At the conference of South African 
Orthodox Jewry arranged here by the 
Transvaal Federation of Synagogues 
iast week-end, it was decided to estab- 
lish a Standing Committee composed 
of members of each province of the 
inion of South Africa. and of 
Rhodesig The task of the Committee 
will be to promote traditional Judaism. 

Though the Transvaal contains more 
Jews than any other province, will have 
only five members on the Commiuties. the 
same number as the other provinces. 

The conference also recommended to 
local rabbis and ministers the establish- 
ment of a South African Rabbinical 
Council. 

Problems of the small communities in 


rural areas and the question of educai ing 
the youth were discussed by the confer- 
ence, and considerable. interest 
evoked by the session devoted to mar- 
riage and divorce, at which it was dis- 
closed that there had been an alarming 
number of divorces in the community. 

Sixty-six congregations and 30 allied 
bodies participated in the conference and 
25 congregations, unable to send delegates, 
sent messages expressing sympathy with 
the objects of the conference. It is 
esumated that there are 140 Orthodox 
congregations in South Africa.

PRIVILEGED STATUS FOR JEWISH Ac rENCY

JERUSALEM 

The Bill granting special status in 
Israel to the Jewish Agency has. been 
withdrawn by the Israeli Government 
for further consideration. 

This step was taken on Monday, when 
the Knesset. before giving a final read- 
ing to the Bill, voted for * substantial 
changes’ in the measure. These would 
make the Bill similar to the original draft 
approved at the Zionist Congress last 
year. It will be recalled that the Bill 
was subsequently watered down in nego- 
tiations between the Jewish Agency 
Executive and Mr. Ben-Gurion. 

The Government version of the Bill, 
which was defeated in the Knesset by 


31 votes to 27, gave the Jewish Agency.
